Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants point to originally filed claim 53 for 
support for the proposed amendment but originally filed claim 53 does not appear to be relevant to the proposed amendment. The 
applicants point to the specification at page 10, lines 7-9, but this passage does not limit cellular chromatin to being within an intact cell 
and also does not appear to be relevant to the proposed amendment. The arguments regarding the outstanding rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
101, 102, and 103 are based upon entry of the proposed amendment and are therefore not persuasive in view of the non-entry of the 
proposed amendment . 
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
